We had hardly got 
outside the point of the navy yard when 
the search lights began to dazzle our 
eyes. Soon as those behind the lights 
were satisfied and recognized the launch, 
they were turned off only to have others 


irown on us as we neared them. \Vhen 


we got aboard the Oregon, we learned 
lat the show had been pulled off, and 
ae men were disappointed. But several 
f the officers made up for the change 


thf> program by their hospitalities 


'he evening was one of the most pleas- 
nt I ever passed, as we were shown 
ver the ship from bow to stern, and 
mowing its-record nn «aa and in battle, 
ve wera fall of pride at the honor ten- 
dered us. 


Sunday, under guide of Sergeaut 


lontair of the marines, who has been 
oiug special work at headquarters, I 


made a tvip to Fort Rica. This is where 
be garrison ia that holds the point out 
lere on the causeway that keeps Cavite 
rom being taken by the insurgents 
Lbere are about 250 meu and a few 
•apid firing guns. I wanted to get as 
ilose to the enemy's lines as I could, so 
. coaxed the sergeant to take me to the 


outpost where a detail of seven 


or ten men are on the watch all the time 
or the enemyl The men had one gua, 
rapid fire, and are supposed to hold 
,heir position at all hazirds in case of 
attack until the troops come to their 
rapport. In advance a few hundred 
yards were two or three men lying in 
.he grass and bushes as a lookout. 
In 


camp the two companies were occupy- 
ing nipa shacks. The enemy, if he at- 
tacks, must come over that pass, and it. 
can be held against a large force. 


While going out to Fort 
Kica, 


we stopped at a cemetery in San Roque, 
and giving the native a silver piece, he 
unlocked the iron gate and let us in, 
A maiu walk, fairly well taken care of, 
ed us to the open chapel. Here a few 
bodies in boxes were awaiting burial - 
that is as eoon as the friends ol the do 
ceased could raise the funds. 
Oa one 


side of the walk was the grave of Mich- 
ael Carr, one of the Olympia's crew, 
and his shipmates had erected a stone 
with a proper inscription. 
The ceme- 


tery was enclosed by a high stone wu.ll. 
and around the inside of this wall were 
rows of nicbes filled with the bodies of 
the dead. 


Right back of the chapel was auotbei 


enclosure, and here were piles of skulls 
and bones lying in the sun. The niches 
I mentioned are rented at so much per 
annum, and as soon as the rent fails to 
come, the bodies are thrown into the 
bone yard. Some of the bones had 
dried flesh on them, while here and 
there wore- masses of braided hair. Tho 
cario hunters have taken the most per 
feet of tha skulls, and ia several c 
I have noticed them as adornments o 
rooms^ Tho writer has always had 
fad for onrios, but my thoughts rehe 
at this assortment. While we were go 
ing and coming to the outpost, Sergetn 
Montair took mo intr several of the 
native horaoc.

from under the bed in one case, and

Military PropoNaltt Inadequate. 
The failure of the government to make 


any announcement with reference to the 
dispatch of further re-enforcements to 
South Africa caused some surprise lust 
night iu parliament. The government's 
military proposals subiiiitied yesterday 
are already criticised as being inadequate 
and of a makeshift character. There is 
nn radical reform, no attempt to build up 
a sound scheme of military defense. 


The proposals state that there arc 08, 


000 regulars and 12,000 reservists still ir 
the country, giving 110,000 men available 
for foreign service. But of these 110.000 
the vast majority are men who had been 
weeded out of the ranks before sending 
the army to South Africa aud aie mainly 
veiy young soldiers or, in the ease of the 
re.iervi.-.ts. men with physical ailments.

But let this trust monopolizing 
process go on and mark the change. Then 
every little boy and every little girl born 
into this land under the stars and stripes 
except a favored few will be born into a 
condition of slavery, the worst the world 
has ever known." 


Captain \V. P. Black said That the 


['greatest restraint of abuses would come 


from a change in the Inw which would 
make every stockholder liable for the 
criminal practices of the agents. He said 
that the initiative and referendum would 
checkmate corrupt practices. 


Mayor Harrison arraigned trusts for 


robbing youth ot" the footing they should 
possess as American citizens. Men should 
be placed in office who would cru.sh out 
the evil. lie ridiculed President Hart- 
ley's idea of socially ostracising the heads 
of trusts. 
This would, he said, result 


iu social classes ol' trusts entertaining 
only their own set. 


Governor Lee of South Dakota advo- 


cated public ownership, which, he said, 
was no more socialistic than trusts were. 
Trusts were private socialism. Socialized 
piracy should be destroyed in favor of 
fraternal co-operation. 


C. B. Matthews of Buffalo warned 


President Iladley, who recommended so- 
cial ostracism, of the fate of Human 
and said that instead of an arrogant 
trust an endowment university 
might 


find itself dangling iu high air.

A LONE AMERICAN FLAG THAT WAS 


WiLDLY GREETED. 


The Xavul OBcer T*rll» of * Fourth 


of July Incident Tbaf Thrilled the 
i'nlrioile Httirt of Every Simn on 
lloard Ilia Yr»»e]. 


•'I don't suppose that the universal dis- 


play of the stars and stripes nowadays i» 
Ja auy scuse likely to erase from the ap- 
|>ri'ciatiou of true blue Americans the 
luilest undorstaudUij; of the uKraniu;;. 
nrpiigth and signi&cance of tLc emblem," 
laid a naval oflict-r. "Kather the univer- 
i:il exhibition of the flag is more likely to 
l-ring to the nu-ji, women and children of 
the land, a fuller appreciation of the glo- 
ries of the starry banner. Yet, impressive 
and iiibpiriug as this brave array of the 
national colors ou most of the beautiful 
Ft reels of Washington surely is, it does 
not excite within me Quite the same sen- 
sation of boundless, irrepressible enthusi- 
asm as that which 1 once experienced at 
sea upon the sight of a single American 
flag. 1 am fully await* that all of us are 
more or less savage in our natures, but 1 
cannot recall that I ever experienced such 
a thrill of savage exultation and exalta- 
tion as 1 did when 1 clapped eyes upon 
this lone American flag in the center of 
the low, laughing Pacific. 


"My ship was returning from Japan to 


the United States five years ago. We had 
been on the China station for over three 
years, and most of us, forward as well as 
aft, were pretty lonesome, as you may 
fancy, for a sight of this smiling land of 
ours. \Ve were eight days out from Yo- 
kohama, making for Honolulu to coal 
*hip. when we were overtaken by the 
Fourth of July. 
All the ships in the 


American navy, you remember, are dress- 
ed with bunting from gtem to stern on 
Independence day, whether the ships are 
nt anchor or at sea, in any quarter of the 
globe. 
Our signal quartermaster made 


an especially beautiful job of ship dress- 
Ing on this Fourth of July, and. with our 
100 
foot 
homeward 
bound 
pennant 


streaming flat with the fresh breeze, I 
don't doubt that we made n brave and 
beautiful picture as viewed from a dis- 
tance, were there only a. few ships in the 
ofling to view us.

Recently there was sold in New York 


for no less a sum than $1,000 an old 
fashioned china piate of tho extremely 
rare laud which is known to the collect- 
ors us ''growing crockery."

more than a third of an inch a sort of 
eruption of beautiful crystals that seem- 
ed to take the t'oiui (if elegant tiees and 
miniature pagodas. The growing ciystals 
weie gradually rising higher and higher, 
and they had brought up with them the 
enamel surface of the plate nt every 
point where they had «]inmg from the 
body of the latter. 
Such plates are a 


chemical manifestation of the rarest pos- 
sible kind, and only a very few years ago 
a teapot, the property of a lady iu Wo- 
buru place, London, that had become 
covered with beautiful crystals in this 
way, 
was sold to a collector for 85.000. 


The cluy of which such china is made 


coutaius alumina and magnesia, and in 
certain cases these are so acted upon by 
the presence of sulphuric acid as to pro- 
duce fibrous crystals that are in reality 
very much of the character of Epson 
salts, or crystals of alum. Only a very, 
very few instances of this "growing 
crockery" have ever occurred, heuce the 
"fancy" prices that examples fetch. The 
plate sold the other day had belonged to 
a poor person who had never attached 
much value to it. .
